STUDENTS RECEIVING FINANCIAL AID 





All sources of financial assistance are provided to meet normal educational expenses; both those dire 
costs to Georgia Tech in the form of tuition, required fees and dormitory rent as well as those non-dire 


All students receiving financial assistance must acquaint themselves with the Georgia Tech Refur 
Policy and make application for a tefund when entitled to do so as the tesult of withdrawing from schoo 
The Financial Aid Office must also be notified of the dropping of courses or withdrawing from school t 
having the drop slips or withdrawal forms signed by an official in the Financial Aid Office. Students wh 


are entitled to an Institute refund and who do not make application for such refund may have aid for futur 
quarters withheld. 


If you find it necessary to withdraw from school or reduce hours, discuss your possible financia 
obligations with a Financial Aid Officer prior to the actual course drop or official withdrawal. 
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CONFIRMATION OF EARLY REGISTRATION FOR STUDENTS RECEIVING FINANCIAL AID 





Students who early register and who have been awarded aid on a formal Georgia Tech financial aid 
award letter from the Financial Aid Office will be required to pay only the difference between the fee 
assessment and the quarterly aid awarded by the deadline. Even if the "amount due” is 0", you must return 
the fee assessment to the Cashier’s Office by the deadline to confirm your registration. These students will 
have the remainder of the fees deferred until Phase II Registration, at which time financial aid checks will ° 
be disbursed for payment of the fee balance. 








If a student’s fees are deferred, a Statement of Deferred Tuition and Fees for the balance due will be 
sent to the P.O. Box. This statement must be presented at the O’Keefe Gym at Phase II Registration, along 
with a current picture I.D. Card and Student Schedule of Classes to obtain checks and pay balance of fees. 
This statement and check for balance of fees should be placed in the fee payment envelope and deposited to 
complete payment. Do not attempt to pay fees until all Financial Aid Checks have been obtained. 


Students who are receiving funds from a non-Georgia Tech source must contact the organization to 
insure that the funds are received in the Financial Aid Office no later than August 15, 1986 to have a 
Possibility of them being applied to fees for Phase I. If the Financial Aid Office has not notified you of 
receipt of these funds by the time you are to pay fees, you must pay from your own resources. If you have 
any questions regarding the use of Georgia Tech or outside aid in fee payment, Call: Financial Aid Office 
(404) 894-4160. 


Students who have been notified that their fees will be paid by the Georgia Tech Athletic Association, 
an ROTC unit, Atlanta University Dual Degree Program or other agencies must write the name of the 
organization on the fee assessment form in the "Name of Contract" space. If you have any questions 
regarding a contract arrangement with Georgia Tech call: Accounts Receivable (404) 894-5534 before 
submitting the form to the Cashier’s Office. 


Students who are sponsored by Embassies, Foreign Universities, Federal Agencies, etc., should call the 
Accounts Receivable Department for verification of their sponsorships. 


REGENTS’ TESTING PROGRAM 





The University System of Georgia requires each undergraduate student to pass both parts of a test of 
reading and essay writing skills. If you have already earned 50 credit hours and have not passed the 
complete test, you will be required to register for English 0020 each subsequent quarter of enrollment. 
Should you fail to comply with this requirement, you will be added to Engl 0020 and any 
necessary adjustment will be made to your schedule.

PHASE I 


Students enrolled Spring or Summer Quarter, 1986, and Co-ops at work are eligible to register during 
Phase I (Early Registration). Admission to the registration area is by time ticket only. Time tickets will be 
sent to campus P.O. boxes. Time ticket assignment is based on classification and number of hours, earned. 


: Fee payment deadline for Phase I registration is August 28, 1986. Failure to pay fees by this date will 
result in cancellation of your class schedule.

PHASE II

FEE PAYMENT 


The deadline for receipt of your fee assessment to confirm registration in order to retain your ¢ 
is printed on your schedule. Late fees are in effect during Phase III registration. You must confi 
registration (submit fee assessment with fee payment or with notation of approved deferment bec 
Financial Aid or contract) on or before the day indicated at the Cashier’s Office in the Knowles } 
(Phase I or III), or in the O’Keefe gym (Phase IJ). If you have not properly confirmed your fees 
deadline, your schedule will be cancelled.

STEP 6 When your form has been processed, your P.O. box number will be called, and you can 
the results of your processed form. 
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a) If your request results in your obtaining all the courses you requested, you will receive an 
official schedule and fee assessment. The last official schedule that you receive lists the 
classes in which you are registered. You may not use a previous schedule for class 
attendance. 2 


b) If a course you requested was closed, you requested a restricted course without a permit, 
you did not clear a registration hold, you used an invalid student number or security code, 
you scheduled a conflict, or you made other coding errors that resulted in non-processing, 
you will receive an error message. 


If the request was sufficiently completed to be processed, any courses that could be 
scheduled will be scheduled for you and will be shown in the error message. 


To adjust your schedule (add or remove courses), you should immediately complete 
another request. IMPORTANT NOTICE: Courses shown as scheduled are already held for 
you. Your request must be completed to only add additional courses or remove any already 
scheduled in needed to avoid conflicts. Any courses to be removed should be listed on the 
request first. If you made a student number or security code error, or did not clear a 
registration hold, you must correct the error or clear the hold, recheck the status of 
courses and re-submit your request. If you requested a restricted course and still wish to 
schedule it, you must obtain a permit and submit it with the new request. If you wish to 
change the basis of a course that has been scheduled, enter the course code number on a 
Course Schedule Request form and mark both "schedule" and "remove" and the correct 
basis. 








REGISTRATION HOLDS 





Various academic divisions or other administrative units may place a registration hold on a student. Before a 
student with a registration hold will be allowed to register, the division(s) placing thé hold(s) must issue a 
Registration Hold Clearance to the student. The clearance must be submitted with the Student Course 
Schedule Request or the student will not be allowed to register.

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR TERMINAL REGISTRATION 





All graduate students, seniors, and juniors will be eligible to Tegister, during Phase I only, for Sumi 
Fall Quarters, 1986 using terminals. Time tickets will list two registration times, one time for O’Ke 
the other for terminal registration. You may register by terminal or at O’Keefe or both, if ne 
Terminal registration will not be available from 8:00 AM - 4:30 PM, Monday through Friday. 


Listed below are suggestions to help you avoid problems with the new system.

Read the entire documentation carefully before attempting registration. 


Make a tentative schedule with alternate courses before you start registering. 
time is limited and you need to be prepared. 


You will have a beginning and ending time for terminal registration. These t 
will be enforced by the program. 


You must clear all holds listed on your time ticket before you can register. 


When you enter your new security code, you may want to use the password 
you have on your GT student account. 


You will be limited in the number of times you can access the program and 
time allowed for each access. If you find that you cannot complete the proc 
within these limits, you can go to O’Keefe at the time on your time ticket t 
finish. 


If you are registering for a restricted class, the department will enter the pe 
on-line, and you do not need an orange permit card. However, if you are 
overloading a class, you must get a green overload card from the department 
submit this with you Course Schedule Request form at O’Kéefe. 


Your schedule and fee assessment form will be sent to your P.O. box when -° 
request it. You must pay fees for Summer Quarter by June 5, 1986 and for 
Quarter by August 28, 1986, to retain your schedule. If you do not receive 
schedule and fee assessment form in your P.O. box, come to Room 16 Admi 
Bldg. after May 30, 1986. 

Remember that terminals and ports are very limited. Complete your registratic 
quickly as possible to allow the next student an opportunity to register.

Introduction 


The OSCAR Terminal Registration System will allow selected students to interactively sign 1 
classes at Georgia Tech using any terminal that can be connected to GTNET. The following t 
describes how to do this. 
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Limitations in Accessing the System 


ach student is limited in the number of times he or she can access the system and the time allowed for each 
access. In addition, the system will not necessarily be available for the entire duration of each student’s 
iterminal registration time period as listed on the time ticket. The planned limitations in this regard will be 
noted when you log on the system, and are subject to change during the operation of the system. The 
limitations apparent in the sample terminal session appearing on the following pages are examples only. 


Logging On 


The first thing that you need to do is connect your terminal to GINET. This varies by location and may 
require dialing up the system. After doing this, type connect «registration followed by the return key to 
connect to the Cyber running OSCAR. (Always terminate each input line by pressing the return or enter 
key.) When you get the Cyber’s FAMILY prompt, type admin,rgoscar,oscar and press the return key 
(your input will not appear on the screen). If the response is TERMINAL REGISTRATION SYSTEM 
CLOSED, or you cannot log on, then the system is unavailable and you should try again later. Otherwise, 
the program will be started and the first prompt will be for your student number: 


ENTER YOUR STUDENT NUMBER (9 DIGITS)? 


Type your full 9-digit student number (no dashes) and press the return key. The next prompt will then be 
displayed: 


ENTER YOUR SECURITY CODE? 


Type your 1 to 7 character security code and press the return key. Your security code is initially your 
birthdate in MMDDYY format (For example, January 5, 1965 would be entered as 010565). The first time 
you use this system you will be asked to enter a new security code for use in subsequent sessions (including 
following Quarters - If you used this system last quarter you must use the security code you entered then to 
log on this quarter). You’ can also change your security code during any subsequent’ session by appending a 
question mark to your old security code when you enter it. In either case, the prompt for the new security 
code is: 


ENTER NEW SECURITY CODE? 
Any non-blank 1-7 character string can be entered as your new security code. 


When you have entered a valid student number and security code (and a new security code if requested), 
you will be prompted for the name of the quarter that you are registering for: 


ENTER THE QUARTER NAME (EX. FALL)? 


Enter either fall, winter, spring, or summer and press the return key. When you have entered a valid 
quarter name, the log-on process is complete and the program will tell you what time you logged on and the 
humber of minutes you have to complete this session. Then your current schedule will be displayed and you 
will be asked to enter a command. At this point you will want to be able to see what you are typing, so do 
the following: while holding down the "control" or “ctrl” key type OLL and release the control key. Then 
type set echo on followed by resume 1 - at this point you may enter your first command. 


Entering Commands 
Commands to the Terminal Registration program can be typed in one at a time, or several commands can be 


entered in a single input line if they are separated by semi-colons (;). Typing HELP or just the letter H will 
display a very brief summary of the commands on your terminal. 
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Displaying Your Schedule 


Your schedule is automatically displayed on your terminal when you first log on; if you want to se 
making changes, just enter the command D. The information displayed about each course include: 
department code, number, and section; course title; credit hours: basis; activity date (the date you r 
for that course); and the meeting times. 


Adding a Course 


The command to add a course to your schedule is the letter A followed by the basis code (L f 
grade, P for pass/fail, A for audit) followed by the course department code, number and sect 
example, to add Mathematics 1307 section C3 on a letter grade basis you would type: 


almath1307c3 


followed by the return key. Messages will be displayed at your terminal indicating if the course wa 
not added.

Removing a Course 


The command to remove a course from your schedule is* the letter R followed by the course det 
code, number, and section. For example, if you currently have Electrical Engineering 1010 sectic 
your schedule and wish to remove it, you would enter: 

ree1010g 


followed by the return key. As with the command to add a course, messages will be displayed to inf« 
of the results of your request. 


Changing the Basis of a Course 


To change the basis of a course currently on your schedule, use the B command, followed by the ne 
code (L for letter grade, P for pass/fail, A for audit) followed by the course department code, num! 
section. For example, if Information & Computer Science 3400 section A is currently on your sche 
a letter grade basis and you wish to change it to pass/fail, you would enter the following command:

Displaying the Schedule of Classes 

Two commands are available which will allow you to display information about the Schedule of | 
The letter N followed by any leading portion of a course department code, number, and section will 
a screenful of data about courses beginning with the one you specify after the N. For example, 5 
display the first screenful of Physics 2100 level classes with the following command:

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If you just enter the N with nothing else, the listing will continue from the previous one. Information that 
is displayed includes: the course department code, number, and section; allowable basis for registration; 
computer code number (required for O’Keefe scanner registration only); course title; credit hours; the 
number of students currently assigned to that section; the maximum number of students allowed; the : 
meeting times; and the professor (if specified by the academic department). The second command for 
displaying the Schedule of Classes is O which works just like N except that only open classes are listed 

(closed classes are skipped). 


Logging Off 


When you are finished with the program and want to log off, just type the letter Q followed by the return 
key. (If you use up your allotted time for the session, the program will do this automatically). The 
following prompt will be displayed: 


SESSION TERMINATING... 
DO YOU WANT A SCHEDULE/FEE ASSESSMENT PRINTED (Y/N)? 


Enter the letter Y if you want the system to print your schedule and fee assessment. It will be sent to your 
campus post office box unless you are a co-op at work; in that case you will be asked the following 
question: 


COOP AT WORK - SEND SCHEDULE TO WORK ADDRESS (Y/N)? 


If the response to this prompt is Y then your schedule and fee assessment will be sent to your work address 
by the Cooperative Division Office; otherwise it will be sent to your campus P.O. box. In each case a 
message will be displayed by the program indicating when you can expect to receive your schedule and fee 
assessment. 


After responding to these final prompts, you will be logged off of the Cyber system automatically. If you 
are registering for more than one quarter, or you need to make additional changes to your schedule, then 
you must begin a new session by reconnecting (if necessary) and logging back on.

4. BASIS FOR REGISTRATION OF EACH COURSE: The second column of the Schedule of Classes is identified as "BASIS". If a “ 
under the column, it may be taken on that basis.
